Licensing and Miscellaneous Requirements 
For Commercial Fishing Vessels

In July and August of 1990, the U.S. 
Coast Guard held a series of public 
meetings to discuss the proposed 
licensing requirements for F/V’s. 
Although these meetings were not well 
attended, it is interesting that of the 
comments received, personnel were in 
favor of licensing by a factor of 2:1. 

Q: I operate a commercial F TV. 
Am I required to make some kind or 
written agreement with each seaman? 

A: Yes. Section 10601 of the 
Commercial Fishing Industry Vessel 
Safety Act requires a written fishing 
agreement between the master and each 
seaman. This agreement is required for 
each voyage of a vessel of at least 20 
gross tons and must be signed by the 
owner and master. This agreement must 
include: 


1. The period of time it is in effect. 

2. The wage, share or compensation. 

3. Any other terms agreed upon by the 
master and seaman. 

Q: Do I have to have a garbage 
pollution placard on my commercial F/V? 

A: Yes, if your vessel is documented or 
registered and is 26 feet or more in length. 
Enclosure (1) provides details regarding this 
placard (see 33 CFR 151.59).

Q: Do I have to have a waste 
Management plan on my vessel? 

A: Yes, if your vessel is documented 
or registered, is 40 feet or more in length, 
and engages in commerce or has a galley 
and berthing areas. Enclosure (1) provides 
details regarding this plan (see 33 CFR 
151.57). 

Q: What is the status of the plan 
regarding licensing of commercial 
fishermen? 

A: There is currently no regulatory 
initiative to license commercial fishermen. 
Congress required the Coast Guard to study 
the problem and submit a plan regarding 


the licensing of the operators of 
commercial F/V’s. This mandate was 
satisfied by the Coast Guard and as of 18 
January 1991, we have received no 
further direction from congress. 

If congress directs the Coast Guard 
to develop a licensing program, 
implementing regulations will have to be 
drafted and published in the Federal 
Register. Following an adequate 
comment period, the regulations will be 
reviewed to address each comment 
received. This process will not occur 
quickly, and even if Congress directs the 
Coast Guard to move forward with this 
program, nothing will be final for at least 
a year.

Feb. 23,1991/ 1:45 PM 

The F/V Bernice C., a 90’ 
scalloper with nine people 
onboard, reported itself disabled 
and adrift 150 miles east of 
Nantucket. The Coast Guard 
Cutter Monomoy was sent to tow 
the vessel to Nantucket Sound 
where the Tug Jaguar will 
continue the tow. 

Feb. 25,1991/ 11:45 AM 

The F/V Falcon called for medical 
assistance 40 miles south of 
Marthas Vineyard after a crew 
man became injured when he was 
slammed against a railing by a 
swinging net full of fish. He was 
complaining of extreme pain in 
his chest and pelvic area. The 
flight surgeon determined that the 
injury was most likely not life 
threatening and suggested that the 
F/V proceed to Marthas Vineyard. 
The vessel met with a Coast 
Guard utility boat and an EMT 
which transferred the patient for 
the remaining 90 minute ride to 
the Vineyard. The patient was 
treated at Marthas Vineyard 


Hospital for a dislocated hip. 

Feb. 27,1991/12:45 AM 

The Coast Guard began a massive 
search for an overdue 42' 
scalloper F/V Risky Business with 
three men onboard in the vicinity 
of Bass Harbor, Maine. During 
the search the F/V Christine 
reported that they had talked to 
the F/V Risky Business two days 
earlier. The F/V Risky Business 
reported they had finished fishing 
and were headed in. Several 
fishermen were also overheard on 
the radio discussing an oil slick 
they had seen one day earlier in 
the area where the vessel was last 
heard from. No sign of any oil 
slick was found that day. During 
the next day’s search, a large 
orange marine fender was located 
by the Coast Guard, but not 
retrieved. The next of kin 
indicated that the boat had a large 
"orange float" on board. The 
third day of search found a minor 
oil slick and a 3' X 6" board with 
wire attached that was verified to 
have come from the cabin of the 
missing vessel. Maine State 


Police divers searched the most 
probable area with negative 
response. The F/V and the three 
men remain missing. 

Feb. 27,1991/5:52 PM 

The F/V Shantelle & Nancy 
reported that it was 30 miles south 
of Nantucket and taking on water. 
A helicopter was dispatched and 
delivered two pumps to the vessel. 
The vessel proceeded under her 
own power toward New Bedford 
with Coast Guard escort followed 
by another F/V. The cause of the 
leakage was determined to be rust 
and corrosion in the lazarette 
leading to through hull hole. 

March 2,1991/2:14 AM 

The F/V Lisa Marie was 100 
miles east of Provincetown when 
it called for Coast Guard 
assistance after becoming 
disabled with an engine casualty. 
A cutter was diverted to assist and 
taken tow to Nantucket Sound 
where it was transferred to the 
Tug Jaguar.

The F/V Fearless a 116' trawler 
with 12 people onboard was 
reported to be on fire by the F/V 
Guidance 110 miles east of 
Province town. Communications 
was established with the vessel 
which reported that the engine 
room fire was out, but that three 
feet of fire fighting water 
remained. Coast Guard aircraft 
were launched to deliver pumps, 
but were recalled due to severe 
thunderstorms in the area. Two 
other fishing vessels arrived on 
scene and passed pumps onboard. 
A cutter was sent to assist. Once 
the Cutter Tamaroa arrived on the 
scene an assistance team was 
deployed on the vessel to stop the 


flooding which was caused by a 
leaking shaft packing. The Cutter 
took the vessel in tow and shortly 
afterward the subject vessel's 
master reported smoke in the 
engine room once again. The 
assistance team was deployed 
again and determined the smoke 
was caused by an overheated 
clutch pack, the propeller had 
been free-wheeling during the 
tow.

EPIRBS 

I am concerned that many fishing boats are 
not equipped with the right EPIRB. If you are not, 
it’s an expensive U.S. Coast Guard violation. You 
could be fined up to $5,000 for being in violation. 

Rear Admiral Richard I. Ryabacki, 
Commander of the First Coast Guard District wants 
100% compliance. That’s our First Coast Guard 
District. 

Boats that have the older type of EPIRB 
bought before October 1,1988 have until August 1, 
1991 to buy and to install the new EPIRB, if they 
have or do the following. 

There is a problem however. If you have the 
old EPIRB the Coast Guard wants to see a copy or 
a receipt of the bill dated, prior to October 1,1988 
on board your vessel. I have explained, bills are 
kept ashore but they want to see it on the boat.

Originally you had until August 17,1994 to 
get a new style EPIRB. That’s not true anymore. 
Since May 17,1990 the 406 MHz EPIRBS have 
been required. This was not enforced because they 
were not available. It’s now enforced! 
VIOLATIONS are issued. 

If you don’t have the 406 MHz EPIRB on your 
boat, proof that you have ordered it, with it fully 
paid, or a large down payment, must be shown to 
the Coast Guard from the electronics outfit you are 
buying it from. 

If you are confused with what I have stated 
above I will tell it this way. All fishing boats should 
have a 406 MHz EPIRB on board now or made 
arrangements to purchase and install one. 

The price has now come down from $4,000 to 
the $2,000 range. Check with your electronic dealer 
and installer if you don’t want an expehsive 
violation.

Schooner ERNESTINA 1990 Volunteer of the Year 

Keith Jeronymo has lived in New Bedford his entire life. So, he's always been close to the 
ocean — well, Buzzard’s Bay. As far back as he can remember, he can recall going to the beach. 

Of all those memories, one in particular stands out. This was the day his parents took his sister and 
him down to Pope’s bland to see the Tall Ship SAGRES. If he had to “blame” one event in his life 
for initially pushing him into a life of sailing and dreaming of the days of canvas sails and ’living by 
the mast’” it would have to be that day. 

Since then, he has gone through Sea Lab, on Gark’s Point, where he first learned to sail, to 
hording the family sail boat, to finally sailing on “the most grand of all the Tall Ships” — Schooner 
ERNESTINA. 

He first came into contact with the ERNESTINA through a photograph a friend took when he 
was about thirteen years old. Between then and one year ago this month, he didn’t once cross paths 
with ERNESTINA. However, one year ago, he decided to see how he could get involved with her, 
“and sort of make up for lost time.” In April 1990, Keith visited the office and asked how one gets 
a chance to sail on the Schooner. Actually, he was interested in working in the ship for the summer. 
We invited Keith to come sailing with us that weekend. That was all it took. The first day he went 
out, there wasn't acloud in the sky and we had a steady breeze at about 12 to 15 knots. That 

experience was so significant.He said he thought to himself, “What had I been missing all this 

time?!_“ He went sailing the next day, as well. That day, it turned out to be Mowin’ good. Overcast skies, occasional rain, and a strong 

breeze at 30 to 35 knots — “A knarly day”, as the master put it. 

After that weekend, he was hooked Keith signed on as a volunteer working in the museum and office even though he had a full time job 
that summer working at Camp Massasoit as the Sailing Camp Director. 

Since last year, Keith has been volunteering as much time 
as he can afford between going to school at Bridgewater State 
College and his part time job. It amounts to about three to four 
hours a day, three days a week. 

Most of the time, when he first started volunteering, he 
worked on getting the museum's news print bibliography 
organized and keep it updated. And as that and the many other 
projects were finished, he would start on another. 

Following the lay-off of Commission staff, he has been 
extremely helpful keeping the office in order, working with the 
computer, mailing, and other miscellaneous deeds. 

Even in school, he had the Schooner on his mind He’s a 
Speech Communication major, so he does a lot of speaking. In his 
speaking courses, he used the Schooner and his jaunts in her as 
topics for his speeches. In his Public Relations course, he 
participated in a group project that brought them to New Bedford 
to study the Schooner ERNESTINA Commission with public 
relations perspective. 

In the future, he hopes to do his university internship here, 
and, eventually, land a job with the Ernestina Commission. 

Keith would like to stay in the area and keep the history of 
New Bedford alive and well, especially, the Schooner 
ERNESTINA. Keith grew up here learning about the importance 
of the history of New Bedford and of the Schooner ERNESTINA 
ex Effie M. Morrissey.

USCG CUTTER CAMPBELL (WMEC 909)

The U.S. Coast Guard 
Cutter CAMPBELL returned to 
New Bedford recently after 
conducting a six week 
deployment in the Gulf of 
Mexico. Our first mission was to 
support Coast Guard participation 
in the 1991 New Orleans Mardi 
Gras celebration. Over 500 
people toured the ship and 
learned about our missions. On 
“Fat Monday” we delivered King 
Rex to New Orleans to kick off 
the Mardi Gras celebration. 
Thousands of people and live TV 
were on hand to welcome him. 

After Mardi Gras we went 
to the deep Gulf of Mexico to 


enforce blue fin tuna regulations. 
Unfortunately the blue fins didn’t 
return to the Gulf in strength this 
year and the fishing was bad. 
Most of the U.S. fleet stayed at 
home. 

Our time wasn’t wasted 
however. A U.S. Navy tug just 
north of the Yucatan Peninsula 
reported a crew member suffering 
from angina. Our embarked 
helicopter hoisted the patient 
from deck, returned to 
CAMPBELL to refuel, flew to an 
offshore drill ship to again refuel, 
and then delivered the patient to a 
hospital in New Orleans. This 
medical evacuation spanned the 


entire Gulf and was a great 
display of professionalism by our 
aviators from the Coast Guard 
Air Station New Orleans. 

Near the end of our patrol 
we encountered the F/V 
Chickamauga. This shrimper 
was observed with a Mexican 
homeport sloppily written on her 
transom. After boarding, it was 
determined she was a U.S. 
documented vessel fishing 
illegally in Mexican waters. We 
cited her for violation of the 
Lacey Act and directed her back 
to Port Isabel, Texas.

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Remedies for The Injured Seamen

A seaman is a member of the crew of a vessel. 
This coyld be the member of the crew of a merchant 
vessel participating in the actual navigation and 
operation of the vessel, or a fisherman who is the 
member of the crew of a fishing vessel. 

The injured seaman has three remedies against 
his employer maintenance and cure, a warranty of 
seaworthiness, and a negligence action through the 
Jones Act. 

a. ) Maintenance and Cure - the seaman who was 
injured or becomes ill while in the service of his 
vessel, is entitled to maintenance and cure from his 
employer. This remedy includes a stipend for cost of 
food and lodging during convalescence as well as the 
payment of medical expenses. 

b. ) Unseaworthiness - the owner of a vessel owes to 
members of the vessel’s crew a duty to furnish a 
seaworthy vessel. This vessel must be reasonably fit 
for its intended use. The injured seaman in an 
unseaworthiness case can recover pain and suffering, 
disability, loss of earnings and medical expenses. In 
addition, the spouse of the seaman may recover 
damages for loss of consortium. 

c. ) Jones Act - with the exception of loss of 
consortium, this remedy allows the injured seaman to 
recover similar damages as in the unseaworthiness 
case against his employer for negligence. 

If a seaman is killed by employer negligence or 
as a result of an unseaworthy condition, his 
beneficiaries may recover damages. The law on this 
subject consist of case law, the Jones Act, and The 
Death On The High Seas Act 

All of these remedies ate complex in nature and 
an attorney should be consulted regarding them.

1 LB fresh cod fillets 
1/2 cup water 
1 small onion 
1 slice lemon 
3/4 tsp salt 

1 cup cooked rice chilled 


1 1/2 cups thinly sliced celery 

1 cup mayonnaise 

1 1/2 tsp curry powder 

1 can (11 oz.) mandarin oranges (drained) 

6 - 8 large tomatoes 

Crisp salad greens 


Combine water, onion, lemon and 1/2 tsp salt in fry pan; bring 
water to a boil. Add fish; cover and simmer for 10 minutes or 
until fish flakes easily when tested with a fork. Remove fish 
from liquid. Chill well. Flake fish. Combine rice and celery; toss. 
Combine and mix mayonnaise, curry powder and remaining 1/4 tsp 
salt; fold into rice mixture. Carefully fold in flaked fish and 
orange segments. Chill well. Cut tomatoes into 8 even wedges, 
starting at top and cutting to within 1 inch of bottom.
